•If  it  l.s  true  that  nitstake.s  were 
made  in  .selecting  men  to  conduct 
operation-^  of  the  Wheat  Pool,  and 
that  they  have  made  unnecessary 
errors  In  the  conduct  of  affairs, 
tbore  are  men  to  be  had  who  are 
both  reUoblo  and  eapabto.  in  face  of 
the  quite  natoal  oHMMtUon  to  co- 
operattre  marketing,  by  tbooe  who 
have  made  money  by  speculating  in 
wheat,  the  first  step  must  be  aetual' 
control  of  at  least  75  per  cent  of  the 
wheat  grown  in  Canada,  and  11 1 
.should  be  handled  Ijy  i  o  ope:  atlve 
ac;ents  in  co-operative  warehouses. 

Australto,  the  Argentina  and 
United  States  are  Just  ao  anxious 

and  just  as  much  interested  In  in- 
augurating a  system  of  marketing 
their  wheat  and  other  crops  on  a 
plan  that  will  stabilize  Indu.stry,  as 
Canada.  They  will  organize  and  Join 
jin  a  good  .sy.stem  of  international 
!  control  of  marketing  wheat.  The 
j  combineil  surplus  of  production  of 
wheat  in  these  four  countries  equato 
at  least  three-fourths  of  the  ex- 
portatde  wheat  of  the  world,  and  by 
International  co-operation  for  or- 
derly marketing  of  exportable  sur- 
plu.s.  internationally  we  must  work 
ont  the  practical  .solution  of  or- 
derly marketing  on  the  plan  of  other 
big  buslne.ss  for  the  sUOOOOtfUl  OOn- 
duct  of  their  affaim. 

The  big  surpluses  In  wheat  In 
the  first  place  are  more  imaginary 
than  real,  at  least  generally  there 

are  only  temporary  surplu.sc.s  and 
only  represent  the  r.ece.ssary  carry- 
over to  cover  the  shortage  of  bad 
crop  years;  con.sequently  it  is  a 
simple  matter  to  di.sjxjse  of  any  ac- 
tual surphLs  of  wheat  under  a  sys- 
tem of  international  oo«oporatlvc 
marketing. 

Por  example,  to  show  how  big 
business  to  handling  such  proposi- 
tions as  sunduses:  Plrst,  they  do 
not  allow  surpluses  to  appear,  they 
do  business  on  the  plan  of  having 
thfir  .'•.riling  price  representing  C(J8t, 
plus  a  fair  profit;  they  maintain 
production  and  a  system  of  price 
making  by  finding  a  channel  or 
outlet  for  all  their  surpluses  even 
to  the  extent  of  "dumping"  them  If 
necessary.  Canada  grows  800,000.000 
busbeto  of  wheat  annuaUy  and  ex- 
ports over  a00,000.00p.  When  a  sur- 
plus of  wheat  is  apparent,  if  Can- 
ada would  withdraw  50.000,000  bush- 
els to  hold  or  sell  through  some 
other  channel  than  to  the  flour 
miller  of  the  world  and  t!ie  United 
States  withdraws  :>0  000,000,  also 
AiKriiMnu  and  Australia  together, 
:>ti ooo.OOO.  making  In  the  aggregate 
K'^o, 000,000  bushels,  the  balance  of 
t  he  wheat  in  all  these  oounlrtos  can 
be  sold  at  fair  prices. 

In  commercial  trade  prices  are 
made  to  cover  costs  and  to  insure 
a  profit.  Any  busliKss  di<:''r>iardlng 
this  most  nece.s.sary  principle  will 
.sooi)  he  bankrupt. 

II  is  Just  as  necessary  for  the 
farmer  in  his  commercial  transac- 
tions to  make  prices,  notwithstand- 
ing all  arguments  to  the  eontnu7, 
consequently  the  farmers'  agents 
who  conduct  selling  the  pooled 
wheat  should,  at  thrashing  time 
each  year,  figure  cost  of  production 
of  the  crop,  with  fair  pay  for  serv- 
ice to  the  fanner,  and  that  price 
should  be  aiinoun(od  and  main- 
:  allied  f(ir  that  year'is  crop,  but  ad- 
tlini;  to  thl.s  price  the  carrying  cost 
each  month  it  is  held  after  thrash- 
ing. When  this  plan  is  adopted  90 
per  cent  of  the  wheat  will  go 
through  the  pooL

perity, agilns-  a.  per  the  present 
prospects  of  $1  per  bushel  or  |A00,- 
000,000,  and  demoralliatlon  for  at 
least  a  year  to  come.

A  SITBTI.E  POWER 
Of  JOp-^eph  Chamiierla'.n  "Only  he 
among  the  statesmen  of  <<uv  day 
could  have  made  the  speech  listened 
to  for  two  hours  and  forty  minutes. 
The  power  he  has  of  bidding  his 
audtaoe  is  a  very  sabOe  one  and 
hard  to  define ;  bis  presence  does 
not  add  but  rather  detracts  from 
the  cfTecf  Ills  face  never  alters  or 
lights  up  with  any  ennobling  fire;

LAD\  UALFULfl'S  M£MOUtS 
Very  few  among  the  more  re- 
cently ptibli.ihed  memoh-s  will  have 
so  mu(  !i  nitercst  for  Canadians  as 
the  two  plump  volumes  by  Lady 
Frances  balfour,  which  she  has 
chosen  to  call  "Ne  Obllvlsoerls" 
(Dinna  Forget).  Apart  from  the  fact 
that  her  book  necessarily  deals  with 
people^ and  events  connected  with 
the  htitory  of  the  last  fifty  years, 
there  l.s  the  additional  Intei^^.st  that 
dIfTerent  members  of  her  family 
have  had  a  close  connection  with 
our  country.  Lady  Frances'  eldest 
brother,  the  Marquess  of  Lome, 
later  Deke  of  Argyll,  was  Oovemor- 
Oeneftd  of  Canada  from  1878  till 
1883,  and  after  an  Interval  of  .some 
forty  years  her  yount^est  .son.  Mr 
O'.wald  Balfour,  went  out  to  Canada 
as  nillUarv'  secretary  to  the  Uuke  of 
Itevonshiie  staying  on  for  a  time 
during  the  neat  regime  to  act  in 
the  same  oapadtjr  to  Lord  Byng  of 
Vimy. 

The  three  subjects  that  chiefly 

ocrnpv  Lady  Prances"  fluent  pen  are 
j)olltlcs.  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
and  chronicles  of  her  family  and 


Of  her  brotber-ln-law.  Lord  Bal- 
four, familiarly  alluded  to  in  the 
family  as  A.J.B..  Lady  Frances. 
I  writing  of  the  Irish  Secretaryship. 
I  Its  successes  and  torments,  add.s: 
j  "It  never  changed  the  outward  man 
I  one  lota  He  liad  the  gift  of  trust- 
mf(  men  and  Ins  subordinates  rarely 
failed  him.  The  chief  work  In  Par- 
liament he  took  because  he  was  too 
fastidious  to  allow  others  to  have 
more  than  a  watching  brief  for  him. 
Applan.se  never  moved  him,  neither 
did  ahu.se  .  ,  .  Rtrady  of  nerve 
VlT-n  fortune  ebljed.  and  when 
called  upou  he  could  pull  out  a  good 
Kiime,  bu.  he  needed  support  and 
was  no  leader  of  a  bad  team.  That 
Is  why  he  failed  as  Prime  Minister. 
He  had  no  hsart-wholo  backing 
and  was  too  unaware  of  the  faction 
fights  around  him*  Re  will  go 
down  in  history  a*  the  greatest  of 
Irish  Serrrtarles,  the  only  one  who 
did  not  leave  a  reputation  to  fill  a 
grave  in  that  island. 

Of  her  brother,  then  Manniess  of 
Lome,  during  Ms  reitaie  In  Canada, 
Lady  Frances  quotss  a  letter  from 
her  father  who  vlstttd  Mill  there: 

"Our  trip  to  Canada  was  very  .satis- 
factory In  many  ways.  T  .saw  Lorne 
at  work,  and  saw  plauily  that  he 
delighted  In  It.  and  .'eemed  to  be 
very  jK)pular  with  the  people  In  all 
the  provinces.  He  seemed  to  have 
a  personal  interest,  atanoet  a  party 
spirU  la  everyttatof  Oaaadlan." 

The  book  Is  filled  irtth  pleasant 
humorous  descriptions  of  man^ 
varied  activities  both  her  own  and 
her  friends"  She  Is  never  unkind 
but  often  piquant,  not  to  say  pun- 
gent, especially  when  contrasting 
Victorian     and     Edwardian  with 

c>co!i;i;iii  .MK  iety.  It  will  be  r»ad 
after  many  more  pretentious  mem- 
oirs are  forgotten.

INTERESTDfO  OOirrBBBNCE 
The  Leagtie  of  Nations  Union  Is 
holding  aa  Interesting  conference 

of  "World  Aspects  of  Unemploy- 
ment." at  the  London  School  of 
Economics  this  week.  Uurint'  the 
discussions  Mr.  A.  A.  W  H.  Pon- 
sonby,  M.P..  chairman  of  Overseas 
Settlement  Committee  Dominions 
Office.  expressedJtlM-JiOUMBiilk 
oolnlon  that  it  was  unwise  to  cause 
the  tailgratlan  of  unemployed  in 
prefsrenee  to  unemployed,  for,  if  a 
thousand  men  left  their  employment 
here  In  England  and  went  to  Can- 
ada, their  places  would  be  taken  by 
unemployed  men.  who  might  be  less 
skilled  and  so  less  suitable  to  take 
up  good  poets  overseas.  The  best 
immigrant  was  the  man  who  de- 
cided to  emigrate  of  Ms  own  aeeord 
and  paid  his  own  way.  Mr.  Pon- 
sonby  thought  the  methods  of  pro- 
viding work  for  migrants  to  Canada 
better,  more  efficient  and  prefer- 
able to  the  group  settlement  used 
Ui  Au.stralta.  but  this  opinion  was 
not  shared  by  Commls-sioner  Lamb 
of  the  Salvation  Army,  who  said 
that  in  some  cases  settlers  had  been 
given  work  on  ebendoned  larms. 
Re  spoke  of  unemployment  as  a  dis- 
ease of  which  the  dole  was  a  dan- 
gerous sedative  and  thought  that 
emigration  on  a  very 
was  the  only  remedy. 

At  another  meeting  of  this  three 
days'  srs-slon,  Mr.  J.  H.  Thomas  said 
that  the  British  were  always  talk- 
ing about  their  own  pifliilems  as  If 
they  were  the  only  country  with  such 
difTlcuItles,  whereas  America  had  an 
unemployment  figure  nearer  five 
than  four  million,  and  Germany  had 
nearly  three  million  unemployed 
last  December.  He  asked  them  to 
drop  this  pessimism  and  to  believe 
that  the  bottom  had  been  realised.

Miss 
Rose  Rosenberg,  the  Prime  Min- 
ister's able  secretary,  who  X  hear  is 
soon  to  receive  the  honor  of 
CM.O..  was  one  of  the  most  popu 
lar  persons  present,  and  her  prog- 
re.ss  down  the  splendid  rooms  was 
interrupted  by  the  greetlOB  from 
friends  In  every  party.

T,U£RE  are  some  wlio  seem  to  think  that  a  national  Trans- 
eanada  Highway  might  come  into  undesirable  competition 
with  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  and  the  $2^000,000,000  investment  which  the  people  have  in 
these  great  railroad  systems  as  such.  The  first  thing  to  be  noted 
In  that  connection  Is  the  astonishing  fact  that  the  Canadian  people 
have  over  $1,000,000,000  Invested  in  their  motor  vehicles  and  they 
cannot  get  efficiency  out  of  that  Investment  without  high  standard 
main  hlgliways  bused  on  the  Trans-  has  Mich  an  effect  upon  the  psy- 
canada.  The  truth,  however,  Is 
that  the  motor  vehicle  is  not  in 
hopeless  competition  with  the  rail- 
way train.  Rather  It  has  specialised 
In  a  parttottlar  class  and  range  of 
tnmspurutluu  wlUiln"i»H<clr  tt  is 
incomparably  better  adapted  to 
serve  the  community  than  the  rail- 
way train  ever  was  or  ever  ( ou'd 
be.  Tlio  motor  vehicle  Is  so  llcxiblc 
and  universal  ui  its  travel  that  1W  is 
invaluable  in  extending  transpor- 
tation service.  It  Is  now  generally 
reeoptlsed  that  it  has  a  useful  and 
definite  place  tn  nattonal  tran^wr- 
tatlon  requirements  which  does  not 
altogether  conflict  with  railway  in- 
terests. The  fiut  is  that  the  motor 
vehi(  ir  incroa.sr.s  almost  indefinitely 
the  trade  and  commerce  within  the 
country-much  of  it  ouLslde  the 
range  of  the  railways— and  in  the 
cenerai  result  the  latter  find  them- 
Mlvea  handling  an  increased  volume 
of  both  passenger  and  freight  traf- 
fic, pfipecially  of  this  long  haul  class. 
At  thi.s  point  one  feel.s  compelled  to 
congratulnt^'  Canada  on  her  railway 
pre.sident.s.  beraiise  I  do  not  siippase 
there  are  very  many  i)eoplc  In  Can- 
ada who  do  not  understand  some- 
thing of  the  remarkable  way  in 
whleh  Sir  Rsnry  Thornton,  as  presi- 
dent of  the  National  Railways  Sys- 
tem, and  Mr.  E.  W.  Beatty.  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way Com|)any.  continue  to  serve  this 
country.  Sir  Henry  declared  him- 
self very  frankly  on  highways  In 
March  last  at  the  King  Edward 
Hotel.  Toronto,  when  addressing 
over  1.000  delegates  of  the  Ontario 
Oood  Roads  Association.  Among 
others  he  Is  reported  as  waking  the 
roUowlag  statemsttta:     \  • 


"The  development  of  hlchways 
l.s  now  essential  to  the  develop- 
ment of  civilization,  and  I  .suppose 
there  Is  no  other  factor  which 


choloRv  of  the  world  as  have  the 
broad  higbvaya  which  mate  travel 
easy. 

'^e  revenue  derived  by  rail- 

wav.s  from  motor  traffic  offsets 
many  times  any  loss  surtalned 
through  bus  competition  and 
transport  frucics  Tlilnk  of  the 
revenue  railvMivs  derive  from 
haullni^  raw  materials  for  the 
manufacture  of  motor  cars;  think 
of  the  freight  work  done  in  ship- 
ment of  automobiles;  think  of  the 
passenger  earrylng  we  do  for  the 
automotive  Industry.  These  are  all 
sources  of  revenue  which  have 
come  to  us  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  automotive  industry 
So  I  iiavp  no  quarrel  with  the 
automobile  and  the  highway,  nor 
have  othr;  railway  men.  I  hope 
tiia;  iii.stcDd  of  a  million  automo- 
biles in  Canada  next  year  we  will 
have  two  million,  and  that  they 
will  Increase  In  numbers  In  suc- 
ceeding years.** 

It  is  an  extremely  encouraging 
thing  to  read  such  a  straightforward 
statement  of  policy  and  fact  from 
the  executive  head  of  the  National 
Railways  system  in  Canada.  I  can- 
not quote  Mr.  Beatty  on  the  same 
matter  because  I  do  not  recall  read- 
ing a  full  declaration  by  him,  but 
many  of  his  speeches  show  that  he 
has  a  high  appreciation  of  the 
value  of  the  Improved  highway  and 
it  would  be  much  of  a  surprise  if 
his  views  were  contrary.  In  the 
meantime,  therefore,  it  seems  pos- 
sible to  repose  confidence  In  the 
thought  that  the  highway  building 
forces  are  not  hampered  by  railway 
systems  In  high  plaees  and  that  our 
outstanding  railway  executives,  be- 
ing both  remarkably  able  men,  will 
support  rather  than  detract  from 
any  '  Intelligent  efforts  to  enlarge 
hiRhway  ilevelopment

New  Eights  Typify  Industry's  Great  Advance

If.  at  some  time  in  the  far  distant 
future  someone  would  like  to  dis- 
cover to  wtiat  heights  the  art  of  auto- 
motive engineering  had  risen  in 
1930,  there  would  be  no  better  way 
of  flnding  out  than  by  an 
tion  of  the  remains  of  one  Of  the 
medium  -priced  eight  -cylin^BtglBHKis 
made  under  the  1930  date. 

This  type  of  car.  because  of  the 
great  number  of  companies  that  are 
msJUng  It,  has  become  really  typical 
of  American  motor  car  eni^eering 
One  of  the  latest  of  these  cars,  hav- 
ing Its  cylinders  mounted  in  Hue, 
while  In  the  medium  low-priced 
range,  lias  an  cnmiic  that  develop.s 
seventy-six  hoisi'|Hi  >rr  although  the 
hoisepower  by  tli'       •  ■   riiiula  that 

Is  still  used  for  tax  pm-poses  is  only 
26.46. 

By  the  way,  this  comparison  be- 
tween the  tax  formula  horsepower 
and  the  power  actually  developed  by 
the  engine  is  very  illustrative  of  the 
advances  made  since  1910  wheji  the 
formula  was  just  coining  Into  use 
for  tax  purjxiscs.  At  that  time  it 
Just  about  represented  wtiat  the 
engine  could  be  expected  to  develop. 
According  to  thlsr  an  engine  may  be 
expected  to  deliver  about  three  times 
the  horsepower  that  It  oould  In  1910 
from  the  same  cylinder  dimensions. 

Some  of  the  features  of  construc- 
tion of  the  chassis  which  have  been 
chcsen  as  typical  will  be  of  Interest 
The  engine  is  solidly  bolted  to  the 
frame  at  four  points  and  is  insulated 
from  the  frame  at  the  rear  by  means 
of  rubl)er.  There  is  practically  no 
vibration  in  the  engine,  and  what 
little  should  be  developed  Is  Insu- 
lated from  the  chassis. 

The  continuous  stream  of  power 
Impulses  delivered  from  t'.u'  cit.'ht- 
eylinder  motor  is  such  that  a  smooth 
continuous  propulsion  is  afforded 
even  at  very  low  speeds.  Tlie  drlv 
ing  sensation  of  a  car  like  this  Is 
extremely  pleasant,  both  because  of 
the  freedom  from  vibration  of  the

SHANGHAI,  Mar.  13.— The  eman 
cipation  of  women  tn   China  lias 
extended  to  the  lea^mhlp  of  pirate 
and  bandit  hordes. 

Por  severiil  ycar.v  two  wninen  alwut 
thirty  years  of  auo  have  been  the 
gtildlng  liinuences  in  the  operation 
Of  twe  lai«e  Chinese  bands  of 
criminals.  One  Is  the  chief  of  a 
pirate  gang  operating  along  the 
South  China  coast,  and  the  other,  a 
terrorist  Amaion  known  hs  'Widow 
Chang.  Is  tlie  leader  of  a  smaU 
bandit  army  In  WSBtom  BOnOB 
province. 

Several  military  leaders  have  sent 

.loldiers  to  catch  each  of  the  women, 
but  without  .siicces.s  Hnth  .say  they 
are  IiuuIik  rable  to  hiiUet.s  and  con- 
tinue t'l  . M.I  re  raid  after  raid,  tak 

ing  wh.^i  iitt.s  them  and  ilayint  all 
who  offer  resistanee. 

"Widow  Chang"  perhaps  the 
better  known  nf  this  .strange  pair. 
According  to  .stories  printed  about 
her  in  the  (Chinese  pres.s,  she  was 
once  the  wife  of  a  wealthy  mer- 
chant who  was  robhed  and  tUlod  fey 
bandits.  She  beeame  partially  in- 
sane, tamed  bandit  sa  a  means  or 
revenge  and  now  heads  one  Of  the 
largest  gangs  in  Honan. 

So  successful  litis  "Uie  widow" 
been  in  her  criminal  cnterprieei 
that  several  HOnan  military  au- 
thorities have  made  open  atteinpti 
to  recruit  her.  offering  her  high 
rank  If  i-he  would  Klye  up  her  lire 
of  banditry.  A  curt  refusal  has 
been  her  reply  to  all  such  advances. 

In  some  d^atcjeta  where  "the 
widow"  operatee  she  to  called  "Mar- 

.shal  Chang"  by  the  common  people 
and  her  .Mibordlnates.  with  whom 
.slie  \s  exceptionally  popular.  8he  i.s 
sold  to  give  money  freely  to  the 
poor. 

Missionaries,  who  have  semetimea 
been  the  objects  of  her  raids,  report 

that  .she  plaster •(  towns  through 
which  she  pa^i.ses  with  brlght- 
I  colored  posters  bearing  such  slogans 
•  <i  "rob  ttie  rich"  and  "save  the 
poor." 

With  the  exception  of  tlie  fact 
that  .she  ocraslnnally  leads  her 
pirates  aboard  hirge  co.i.stal  ."-tram- 
ers.  the  feminine  sea'-wolf  Ui  the 
south  is  largely  a  mystery.  Once 
she  created  a  sensation  Iqr  taking 
her  gang  of  bad  men  aa  paasmgera 
aboard  the  Sa.  Dell  Maru.  n  large 
'  Japanese  ship,  and  sacking  her  after 
she  was  less  than  a  day  out  of  port 

This  happened  l>etween  Swatow 
and  Hong  Kong,  and  the  pirate 
chleftalness,  after  selalnf  the  offi- 
cers and  herding  the  crew  aft,  took 
posHesslon  of  the  ship. 

A.s  .she  v/ati    loaded  prlnelpally 
with  matches,  bulky  food.-tufTs  and 
the  paasengerh.  who    were  mostly 
Chinese,  possesiied    few  valuables 
and  money,  she  publicly  gaya  vant 
to  iMr  dlagiMt  by  tweaking  the  llrat 
lite  piracy.  sti«  told 
coet  her  $IM0  to 
taga  f«l  she  felt  hMky  Is  rsaUao 
iiaif  that  sum. 

After  her  men  had  gone  through 
the  pockets  aad  lunifo  of  aU  the 
iigiiiiimii  on  feoaffC  tha  yoimt 
woman  monaled  tha  bridge,  and. 
flourishing  two  automatic  pistols, 
took  possession  Two  RIkh  guards 
attempted  to  resUt  and  ahe  shot 
both  of  them,  one  dying  a  week 
later  in  a  Hong  Kong  hospital. 

For  forty -eight  hours  she  stood 
guard  with  har  plrataa.  and.  aceord- 
ing  to  reports,  took  tuma  at  the 
wheel,  relieving  the  Japanese  pilot, 
whom  she  kept  on  the  job  at  the 
point  of  a  pl^fn!  Putting  Into  a 
small  t>av  above  Hong  Kong,  she 
took  her  m>>n  ashore  and  pIMI* 
ably  fled  into  the  Interior. 

This  lo  har  laat  known  advoaimo. 
Nothing  haa  been  heard  from  har 
since,  but  the  Canton  and  Hong 
Kong  authorities  are  not  sure  that 
she  will  not  appear    again  before

Everyone 
nuM  a  credit  aeeooat  at  the  stores, 
laundries  and  cafes.  Even  liquor 
can  be  bought  by  signing  cards. 
The  Idea  aeems  to  be  that  if  one 
hasn't  the  cash  today,  aaolhartlaie 
will  do  when  things  ImpTOfVe,  aod 
so  we  Jog  along. 

Many  times  I  have  been  In  a 
shop  In  a  .M range  town  In  South 
Africa  and  on  l»uylng,  say,  a  tie  or 
a  pair  of  socks,  the  assisUnt  has 
asked  If  I  would  like  it  "booked 
down"  to  me.  The  strangest  part 
of  the  whofe  thing  is  the  fact  that 
the  storekeepers  do  not  Incur 
more  than  abaul  two  par  eent  bad 
debt.s. 

There  Is  very  little  9t  the  chain 

store  system  and  we  do  not  know 
what  a  cafeteria  is.  Ttxe  banks 
are  pretty  generous  and  any  rep- 
utable dtlaen  can  obtain  small 
overdrafts  and  advances  without 
security. 

Africans  are  mostly  ^ood  spor it- 
men,  and  on  nearly  every  day  of 
the  year  there  Is  a  race  meeting  in 
some  part  of  the  country  where 
fine  horsas  compete.

'  amoatfs.  waa  f  uU  of  intereet.  Hw 


mine  Itself  Is  a  mdessal  hole  about 
one  and  a  half  miles  deep  by 
about  five  miles  in  circumference, 
and  men  woitlng  below  look  like 
ants. 

I  visited  the  ofDce  of  the  De 
Beers  Company,  and  from  their 
safe  they  empMad  a  bag  of  di- 
amonds Into  my  hands.  They 
filled  both  hands,  and  that  spark- 
ling, radiating  maaa  of  stooea  waa 
valued  at  £800.000,  a 
hke  £4,000,000. 

It  la  a  falily  eommon  thing  for 
natives  to  i  pick  up  raw  diamonds 
on  the  veldt  iti  the  surrounding 
districts.  In  fact.  In  some  of  the 
gardens  and  backyards  In  Kimber- 
ley even  today  stones  are  being 
found. 

The  area  round  Kimberley  and 

the  Free  St^te  is  very  dry  u)  Sum- 
mer and  at  times  there  are  severe 
droughts,   I  «nee  told  a  visitor 
from  England  that  if  he  fell  into 
a  river  near  Kimberley  he  would 
have  to  get  up  and  dust  himself. 
The  drought  dries  up  everythlnf 
and  sometimes  for  \pars  there  Is 
no  rain.   The  sun  burns  the  rocks 
and  the  veldt  quite  black.  The 
sheep,    however,  have  evidently 
been  trained  to  live  on  fresh  air, 
for  somehow  they  manage  to  sur- 
vive. 

Prom  Kimberley  on  up  north  it 
le  a  varltaUe  banquet  for  the 
geologist.  Almost  every  conceiv- 
able sort  of  mine  is  to  be  found. 
We  sec  gold,  diamonds,  copper, 
asbestxss,  coal.  sUver.  galena,  lead, 

rmerald,  tin.  mangane.se,  oU,  salt, 
pans  and  even  platinum. 


or  Joh'  BurK,  as  we  call  it, 
grew  from  a  little  mining  camp  of 
tte  Miantles  some  forty-flf*  ymn 

ago.  to  South  AfrlrnS  h,ri;e>t  rit'. 
with  fine  buildings  and  huge  busl- 
neoB  nancissua.  The  popuhttkm  b 
about  300,000,  the  inunU  ipAl  .u»-it 
Is  nearly  as  large  as  that  of  Lon- 
don cangland),  being  eighty-two 
square  miles.  Thia  rand,  or  r«ef, 
Is  a  straight  run  of  about  sixty 
mUaa  with  the  city  Itaelf  as  the 
cwtro.  There  Is  a  main  highway 
about  >00  yards  wide  and  on  each 
side  of  this  road  the  whole  way, 
from  *Randfonteln  to  Sprtw. 
there  are  hundreds  of  gold  mlhcs. 

In  my  early  yquth  I  aiptavd  to 
become  a  miner,  and  after  going 
throuRh  the  usual  X-ray  examina- 
tion of  my  lungs  donned  the 
weefelng  outfit  and  proceeded  to 
investigate  condltlona.  The  ele- 
vator, or  cage,  was  a  three-deck 
affair.  On  top  were  thirty  natives, 
in  the  ecntre  were  twan^four 
white  men,  and  below  another 
thirty  natives.  It  was  pitcii  dark, 
with  no  oontreU  Inalde.  Above 

an  engine  driver  .sat  with  a  dial 
indicator  In  front  of  him  and  he 
had  absolute  control  of  our  des- 
tinies. Going  down  the  pressure 
gave  me  a  feeling  as  though  my 
•ardrumo  ware  bursting,  and  on 
artivii^  at  the  boHam  nqr  nose 
was  bleedlngr. 

The  depth  was  7,300  feet,  or  a 
mile  and  a  quarter,  and  I  looked 

around  to  find  Mr  .Satan.  The 
heat,  around  115  degrees,  seemed 

the  other  world.  Ttm  noise  beiow 
waa  Uke  a  miniature  battlefield, 
tha  rat-tat-tat  of  about  3.000 
hydraulic  drills  being  Uke  a  bar- 
rage of  machine  guns.  In  the 
mines  all  the  manual  labor  is  done 
by  natives,  who  seem  quite  sails- 
fled  with  their  lot  They  are  very 
tough.  I  once  dropped  a  steel 
drill  weighing  thtaty  pounds  on  to  ' 
the  head  of  a  native  working 
twelve  feet  below  me.  This  would 
surely  hava  kffled  any  white  man, 
but  this  man,  after  cahnly  shak- 
ing his  head,  turned  around  and 
laughed  at  me.

Strict  Imus  for  JSntives 
'J^'"HE  laws  governing  natives  in 


South  Africa  art  very  strict. 

All  those,  excepting  house  boys 
and  servants,  live  apart  on  the 
mhM  proparMes.   They  must  not 
carry      firearms     or  dangerous 
weapon*,  not  even  pocket  knives 
or   walking  sticks.   They  wear 
blankets    and  conunonly 
underground  naked,  or  practically 
so.     They    are    paid    in  gold 
sovereigns  as  they  are  dlstnwtful 
of  bills  and  raiTy  the  money  In 
special  beiu.    Tliey  are  compelsd 
to  be  hi  by  ntaw  tf'elaek  at  night, 
and  If  they  wl.sh    U)  vl*lt  their 
friends  and  mtend  remaining  out 
later  than  ntaie,  they  are  requlrad 
to  have  a  written  pasa  signed  by 
their  employer.  Thay  dara  not

Union  has  his  finger  prints 
taken,  a  pass  or  permit  u  granted 
him  and  i.s  Rl\  rii  .u,  English  name. 

It  is  a  common  thing  for  a  pitch 
Mack  nauva  to  be  called  "Snow- 
ball ••  Tile  most  common  name  is 
Jim,  but  some  of  my  boys  (all 
aallvea  are  called  boys)  have 
sported  names  such  as  Beefsteak, 
Romeo,  Smoke,  l^frr  Hambone, 
Cuthbert,  Reginald  and  Smelly. 
They  pay  taxea  regularly  and  anl 
of  their  earnings,  which  amount 
to  about  three  dollars  weekly, 
they  manage  to  mf  afeooet 
dollars  per  month  Of  course  tha 
mine  assisU  them  with  a  food  ra- 
tlon. 

Natives  do  not  ea^any  sort'  of 
flsh,  as  they  class  flsh  with  snakes 
Their  savings  are  sent  to  tiieUr 
chiefs,  who  piiffdhaea  aattla  for 

them.  A  native  after  working,  say. 
two  years  In  the  mines,  goes  home 
to  hk  kraal  and  ehlef  and  finds  he 
Is  the  owner  of  about  twenty-flve 
to  thhty  cattle,  which  can  be 
bought  as  cheaply  as  three  dol- 
lars each  In  the  native  territories. 
On  arriving  home,  he  looks  around 
and  selects  a  wife  and  pays  over 
to  his  chief  seven  or  eight  -cattle 
for  the  hand  of  the  dusky  maiden 
If  she  Is  extra  attractive  ht  pkys 
more.  Re  than  seMlea  down  to  a 

good  loef  and  allows  h!--  wife  to  do 
all  the  manual  labor.  As  soon  as 
ttia  farm  is  aalaUlahed  he  leaveo 

his  wife  and  goes  back  for  another 
spell  of  a  year  or  two  in  the  mines.

First,  suspicious  of  sur- 
veyors With  plans  for  square  towaships  Instead 
of  narrow  rtvar-front  loU:  then,  alarmed  at 
thes  arrival  of  authorities  from  otUwa;  finally, 
the  settlers,  led  by  Riel,  doetdtd  to  tika  tha 
law  into  their  own  hands. 

Orandson  of  Marie  Anne  Laglmediere,  first 
w  hite  woman  to  reach  the  West.  Riel  was  ear- 
nest in  his  efforts  to  aid  his  fellow  Northxest- 
i-mers.  Though  only  twenty-five  years  of  age. 
hu>  education  at  the  College  of  Montreal  and 
nu  Inherent  ability  qualified  to  make  him  a 
leader:  but  the  death  of  Scott  reacted  to  the 
dUcredit  of  the  Metia  chiefUln. 

"Had  Riel  but  refrained  from  bloodshed— 
had  he  follbwed  out  tlie  course  to  the  last  which 
he  eommeneed.  that  of  peace,  aad  aot  aUowod 
himself  to  be  led  by  the  dictafe.s  of  pafi-slon,  he 
would,  instead  of  being  an  exile  today,  iiave 
been  a  man  of  high  staadtag  aroimgst  his 
people  and  respected  by  all  classe.s.  '  admlL.s 
Alexander  Begg  in  lUs  chronicle  of  the  Red 
Rtvir  trouWe.  pubtfahed  In  itTl.  And  Begg  is 
by  no  meatvs  regarded  a.s  partial  to  Riel. 

Mentally  ailing  at  times  during  his  later  life; 
openly  hoatlle  to  priests  and  nuns  during  the 
Pa.-ikatehrw an  outbreak;  expcut<«d  by  hanging 
in  Regina  in  1W5— Riel  died,  nevertheless, 
with  the  bleaafaig  of  hla  ehnreh  and  his  coun- 
Irymen.  and  witli  the  I/)rd'.s  Prayer  on  his 
lips.  A  book  now  being  prepared  by  the  Na- 
tioaal  llotia  Assoelatlen  is  daalfBad  to  show 
thst  he  wa.s  a  patriot  and  martyr. 

In  the  shadow  of  the  "turrets  twain"  of  8t. 
Boniface  Cathedral  is  Kiel's  grave.  An  arti- 
ficial wreath,  half  covered  with  .snow,  rests  to- 
day at  the  base  of  the  tombstone,  and  ice  has 
farmed  la  the  deep  Unea  ol  its  brief  engraving: 
"Riel,  15  Novembrc,  1885.  '  On  a  Summer 
Sunday,  the  last  resting  place  of  the  son  of 
"Tho  MiOer  of  the  Seine*'  Is  freah  with  flowers. 
P.iR.-'er.^hy  halt,  murmur  perhflfjs  a  prayer  for 
the  man  who  passed,  and  then  wander  on.

fairs by  a  process  of  ro-operatlon  which  will 
then  be  better  understood  than  has  been  the 
rase  hitherto.  In  that  field,  tendendea  form 
an  interesting  study;  namely,  the  tnisttfiea- 
tlon  and  rationalization  of  production  includ- 
ing a  sort  of  Industrial  ooaoaatraMon.  whteh. 
according  to  certain  theories,  lead.*;  to  a  form 
Of  Socialism.  Democratic  control  of  great  In- 
dustrial orcanlaatlona  laeriasea  as  time 
goes  on.

Whether  you  live  in  a  palace  or  a  hovel,  an 
uidoor  golf  course,  be  it  only  of  nine  holes,  is 
wdl  within  your  reaeh.  A  home  offers  greater 
facilities  than  an  apartment,  and  I  have  found 
my  gvae  greatly  improved  since  I  went  to  live 
in  tha  oountry.  I  can.  perhaps,  scarcely  do 
bettor  than  give  a  brief  description  of  the 
tportiag  aine-hole  course  which  i  have  raoaatly 
laid  ovt  in  my  present  residence.   

All  authorities  agree  that  the  first  hole  on 
every  links  shoirid  be  moderately  ea.sy.  In  order 
to  give  the  nervous  player  a  temporary  and 
flctituius  confidence. 

At  Wodehouse  Manor,  therefore,  we  drive 
off  from  the  front  door^ln  order  to  get  the 
benefit  of  the  doormat — down  an  entry  falr« 
way.,  carpeted  w'lth  rugs,  and  wlt,hout  trap.s. 
The  hole— a  loving  cup— is  Just  under  the 
.  lair.s;  and  a  good  player  ought  to  havt  ao 
difficulty  in  doing  it  la  two.

The  sixth  is  the  lndi&peasabie  water  hole.  It 
Is  short,  but  tricky.  Treing  Off  from  Just  out- 
lido  the  bathroom  door,  you  have  to  loft  the 
ban  eiver  the  side  of  the  bath,  holing  out  in 
the  little  vent  plpo  at  tba  and  whara  tho  water 
runs  out.  It  Is  apparently  a  simple  shot,  but 
I  have  known  many  fine  players  who  have 
taken  thraaa  aad  four  ovor  H.  Xt  is  a  aihUek 
shot,  and  to  use  a  fuU  a«rli«  with  the  braaaie 
te  eourting  disaster. 

Tho  seventh  is  tho  lengeet  hole  to  the  eourae. 
Starting  at  the  entrance  of  the  best  bedroom, 
a  full  drive  takes  you  to  the  head  of  the  stairs, 
whence  you  wlU  need  at  loaat  two  more.strelns 
to  put  you  dafd  OB  tba  pla  In  the  drawlag- 
loom. 

Id  the  drawing-room  the  fairway  is  trapped 
with  photograph  fnune»— with  glass,  complete 
—  these  serving  n?  casual  water;  and  anyone 
who  can  hole  out  on  tlie  piano  in  five  or  under 
is  a  playor  of  eteas.  Bogey  is  she.  and  Z  have 
known  even  such  a  capable  exponent  of  the 
game  as  my  Uncle  Reginald,  who  is  plus-two 
on  hl«  homo  Uaks  oo  Park  Aveaue.  to  take 
iwenty-savon  at  the  hole.

PROTACTINIUM,  recently  isolated  by  Artf- 
tid  V.  Orosse.  Dtaoolor  of  the  Chemical 

Research  Institute,  Shanghai.  Chma.  is  a  new. 
strongly  radioactive  chemical  element,  it  is 
a  metal  like  rediUm,  but  about  twp  times  rarer 
than  the  latter,  and.  In  fact,  tho  rartOt  BMtal 

yet  obtained  in  the  world 

Of  Uie  great  number  of  radioactive  ele- 
menta  found  ahiee  the  splendid  dieoovery  of 
radhun  and  rndloactMtv  by  Madame  Curie 
ui  1888,  proUctinium  is  the  only  one  be- 
aldee  radium  which  can  be  obtahied  in  larger 
amounts.  Whereas  the  other  radioactive  ele- 
ments are  so  extremely  rare  that  most  ol 
them  cannot  be  seen  even  under  a  microscope, 
protactinium  can  be  obtained  In  sulBeiant 
quantities  to  be  investigated  bv  the  chemist  la 
the  same  way  as  the  common  elements. 

"Hie  preUethUum  atom  explodes  in  the 
.■^ame  manner  and  practically  Ju.<<t  a.  ;<>l.  ntly 
as  radium, "  Mr.  Orosse  expUUis  in  The  Scien- 
tine  Araexiean.  "While  the  average  life  of  the 
radium  atom  la  t,BtO  years,  protacthilum  lasts 
about  twenty  times  longer;  that  is.  .about 
80,000  years. 

'Hurtaig  the  explosion  of  the  protactinium 

.Ttom  the  alplia  particles  "helium  atoms", 
electrons  and  ganuna  rays  sre  shot  off  st 
enormous  spaeda.  An  atom  of  the  element 
actinium  Is  thus  formed  and  It  is  from  this 
property  that  protactinium  derives  tia  aamo 
(proto.  meaning  in  Oreek  'first  >. 

"In  nature  protactinium  always  aeoompaniaa 

radium  In  uranium  mmernls  and  ores.  These 
contain  for  each  gram  of  radium  about  0.6 
grama  of  protaeunlum." 

ProUctinium  Is  th*  rarest  metal  yet  ob- 
tained. Mr.  Orosse  .says  that  In  the  richest 
uranium  minerals  it  is  found  in  the  fantastic 
proportion  only  one  part  to  l%Jlmjm  pana 
of  ore  It  Is  therefore  necessary  to  work  up 
tons  of  raw  msterlal  to  get  only  grams  of  the 
new  element. 

"One  gram  of  redium  now  costs  $CI.6|g,  aad. 
since  it  Is  rarer,  one  would  think  that  Its  pro- 
duction cost  would  be  higher.  Yet  protactln- 
tam  would  aot  be  nearly  ao  oapoMlta  aa 
radhmi  because  the  radium  wastes  are  chitap. 
because  their  protactinium  content  Is  higlier 
than  that  or  tadhaa  la  anuriqai  eaa.  aad  ba- 
cause  the  protaoHalaai  aaMMUaa  ptooam  to 
fairly  simple."

The  Royal  Dockyi^rd  covers  an  area  of  300 
aorea  and  contains  sixteen  drydoeks,  sixty- 
two  acres  of  repairing  and  fitting  basins,  6.000 
yards  ol  wharves,  ten  miles  of  railway  lines, 
a  residenoe  for  tho  ooauaander-ia-ehlef,  a 
naval  college,  a  museum  Wlthjuaactotta  inter- 
esting relics  of  the  Royal  Navy  and  a  church.

In  the  town 
are  a  tergo  number  of  tratatag  aiheala  far 
officers  snd  men  of  the  Royal  Nsvy.  and  the 
Officials  of  the  Naval  Gunnery  School  are 
oagimlartonad  to  «a  Uaatlaary  ship  named 
HJI.S.  BMelknt. 

Tlie  history  of  Portsmouth  hss  been  a  com- 
paraUvely  uucvenUul  one,  but  iu  lack  of  hU- 
torical  teilaraat  la  amre  than  balaneod  by  the 

l«-ngthy  list  of  famous  men  who  were  either 
bora  there  or  have  been  closely  associated  with 
tho  town.  Ita  great  ouutanding  historieai 
event  wss  sn  attbefc  by  tho  FTSMh  flaot  to 
1544,  which  wa.s  repulsed  by  the  genius  of 
Viscount  Lisle,  who  directed  the  defensive 
"UMiWaa  fnm  tho  deek  ef  taae  Qfoa*  ^asry.

A  few  years 
ago  tho  Victory  was  plaoed  la  drydoek  for 
a  complete  re.Moratlon,  and  she  now  stands 
on  land,  where  she  will  be  preserved  through 
tho  future  ages  ks  a  treasured  reUe  of  tha 
graataat  of  Bdtgln'g  aallor  harooa. 

Famous  Sons  of  Portsnunnii 

pK>RT8MO0TK  was  the  birthplaeo  of 
liambard  Brunei,  the  engineer  and  de- 
signer ol  tlie  glgaatlc  steamship,  the  Great 
ftstern.  In  tha  middle  of  the  last  century 
coaling  alatlons  were  scarce  in  many  porta 
ol  tho  aatid,  and  the  primary  motive  for  the 
eoaetructlon  ci  this  mooater  vessel  was  that 
sh«  would  be  able  to  carry  auffMant  coal  aot 

only  for  a  long  outward  \oyage  but  a),w  for 
hor  return  trip.  Another  famous  son  of  Ports- 
mouth waa  J«aM  Hanway.  who  waa  bom  there 
In  1712  and  became  a  great  traveler  and  phil-

DUKE  or  CONNALOIir 

PHB  Duke  of  Connnught,  who  once  served  in 
a  mlUUry  capaeftjr  In  Cuut4«  tn  tUa  ymith. 
came  back  here  a«  Oovemar-Oenerai  and  be- 
came one  of  t&e  mosi  popular  viceroy*  the 
country  had  known.  His  popularity  waa  found- 
ed on  Canada's  genuine  rrsprct  for  a  grrat 
MJidler  and  a  great  gentleman,  for  he  waa  big 
enough  to  have  no  fear  for  hia  dignity.  Hi  let 
that  takp  carp  of  Itself 

Coming  Into  his  title  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
four,  he  waa  educated  at  the  Royal  MUlUry 
Academy  at  Woolwich,  and  at  the  age  of  eight- 
een was  an  ensign  In  the  Royal  Engineer*.  He 
waa  a  eaptein  of  the  Roy*!  Rifle  Brifide  at 
(he  age  of  twrnty-one,  lieutenant-colonel  at 
twenty-six  and  a  general  at  forty-tluee.  ITie 
Duke  waa  no  pe«ce>tline  aoldler.  but  aenred  ae- 

fvely  In  Egypt  in  18S2  k.s  commandfi  of  the 
Ciuards  at  Tel  el  Keblr.  and  w6uld  liave  made 
a  great  mUlUry  name  for  hknaelf  if  the  ^ueen 
had  not  Interfered  with  hts  natural  ambitions. 
The  British  royal  family  haj  produced  few 
great  aoldlera.  their  talenta  running  ehlefly  to 
the  flrt*!.  hut  the  Duke  would  have  been  one  of 
the  brilliant  exceptions  if  he  had  not  been  de- 
leated  In  hla  amblUona,  aliice  be  atood  Mm  In 
line  to  Kdward.  Ptlnoe  Of  WftlMI,  In  MMteHten 
to  the  throne. 

He  waa  In  Canada  when  the  Great  War

knd  r.nest  soldier-careers  of  his  day.  Though 
hla  heart  muat  have  been  in  London  with  hU 
family  and  hh  frtenda.  where  he  would  have

like  a  good  soidiei  he  atuck  to  hia  post  at  Ot- 
tawa, three  thouaand  miles  from  the  war,  until

Tlie  Duke  Uateled  a  great  deal  in  Canada, 
and  about  her  opMttlne.  At  one  time  be  made 
H  <  ruLse  northward  along  the  coa*t  of  Labrador. 
lit  decided,  on  landing  at  a  amall  settlement, 
to  aae  the  people,  the,traden  and  the  mlulon- 
aries.  la  Mer  to  give  the  people  some  pleasure 
irom  hla  tlalt,  he  sent  ashore  the  pipe  band 
which  was  accompanying  his  ship.  Tlie  bands - 
mm  were  In  gorgeous  uniform*.  When  the 
Duke  landed  In  civUian  clothes  there  waa  not 
much  attention  left  for  him.  The  people  had 
never  .seen  a  band,  and  the  Duke,  laughing 
quietly  at  the  unequal  division  of  public  en- 
thuaiaam,  and  perhaps  delighted  to  escape  once 
from  undue  cjcnmony,  let  the  settlement  enjojr 
the  band  while  he  enjoyed  the  sights. 

The  Duke  now  spends  much  of  his  time  at 
his  villa  in  the  suni^  South  of  Franee  to . 
escape  tfie  chllla  of  his  native  climate. 

He  la  an  excellent  French  scholar,  and  a 
French-Canadian  newspaperman  was  heard  to 
remark  once  that  he  wlslied  he  could  speak 
French  "like  that"  He  ha.<<  all  the  typical 
graces  of  the  Victorian  era  nnd  many  of  the 
pood  rugged  qualities  of  John  Bull  himself. 
He  was  the  favorite  of  Queen  Victoria  and  in- 
herited the  bulk  of  her  enormoa-j  fortune,  run- 
iiing  into  several  mllUons.  so  that  he  is  perhap.s 
the  rlehesl  member  of  the  Royal  Family,  his 
incottie  escoedint  that  of  the  King  himaelf .

Prom  1894  on.  during  the 
most  sombre  days  of  the 
drama.  Captata  Dreyfus 
v.as  at  Dovll's  Island,  In  irons,  alone,  sUent— 
Ignorant  of  what  waa  happening  in  France 
m  the  awful  soUtude  of  hla  DevU  s  island  cell, 
f-aring  he  would  go  mad.  Dreyfua  began  to 
talk  English  to  him.self.  Tlie  Jailers  forbade 
hhn  to  say  a  word  and  put  him  iu  irons.  He 
learned  to  keep  silent.  He  waa  ImNight  baek 
to  Rennes  In  1898  and  taken  before  a  Council 
of  War  which,  despite  hla  evident  innocence, 
condemaed  hhn  for  the  second  time.

Dreyfus' 
lawyer,  the  great  Laborl,  was  shot  down  by 
a  mad  aatl-Dreyfusard.

Ten  days  after  that  stormy 
trial  hla  pardon  waa  granted  by  the  Govern- 
ment, and  he  auddsoly  disappeared  lato  the 
privacy  of  family  life.

A.S  many  of  you  know,  the  city  of  New  York 
was  founded  by  people  from  Holland  and  was 
callod  New  Amsterdam.

Among 
those  who  caught  the  fever  was  a  young  Uw- 
yer,  OomoUua  Oovenhaven  Van  Horne.  the  son 
of  a  minister  with  hl«  wife  and  two  chUdren 
he  emigrated  to  Chelsa.  IlUnols.  and  aUled 
oil  k  Mg  fam.  Be  was  unfortunate.  His  wife 
and  chUdren  died,  and  he  did  not  know  how 
to  farm^  He  married  sgaln.  The  second  wife 
was  of  Fnath.  aad  German  descent,  and  was  a 
1  <  ry  fine  woman. 

His  first  boy  was  caUed  WiUlam  Comellu.s, 
bom  on  February  J,  lg43.  Pour  other  boys  and 
two  girls  came  to  flU  the  Wf  faiahaiHe  with 
love  and  merrUnent

JN  the  new  ^ottlement  there  was  neither 
church  nor  school.

WUUam  was  eight  years  old  when  the  father 
moved  to  the  town  of  Jellet  Ttmo  the  htwyw 

worked  at  his  profession  and  8:alnrd  the  good 
wUl  of  hia  neighbors,  but  made  Uttle  money 
and  saved  none.  The  older  chUdren  went  to 
church  with  their  father  and  mother.  At 
Sunday  school  William  found  books  to  read. 
He  was  going  to  day  school  now  end  learning 
very  fast.  At  n  .school  concert  the  Uttle  fello-.v 
fktoed  great  praise  for  a  reclUtion  in  the 
c  baraeter  of  an  mdian.

He  wa^  In  the 
high  school  and  drew  a  picture  of  the  principal, 
eamUig  so  sevore  a  thrashing  that  he  would 
aot  go  back  to  school? 

He  ha  been  a  massenger  in  a  telegraph  of- 
fice after  school  hours  and  had  helped  his 
mother  by  cutting  wood  and  doing  work  in  the 
house  Like  other  clever  boys  of  those  days, 
joung  Van  Home  contrived  shows  and  charged 
admission  fees.

JTvaiT  spaa  dollar  he  spent  en  Ms  home,  a

He  bought  one 
plea  of  furniture  aftor  another  tUl  the  houa 
was  comfortable  On  her  part,  his  mother 
took  care  that  her  big  son  had  good  and  ntoe 
food  and  took  every  care  for  hh  eoafort.  As 
long  as  she  lived  Mrs  Van  Home  wu  oared 
lor  and  cherished  by  this  good  son. 

Meanwhile  young  Van  Rome  had  learned  to 
Iske  message.s  by  sound  and  t>  send  dispatcher. 
He  had  studied  draughtsmanship,  and  when 
other  lads  took  a  holiday  often  undertook  their 
work  In  addition  to  hU  own.  When  the  gen-

In  the  Fall  of  the  year,  when  the  dafb  were 
growing  shorter  and  colder,  Ma  allili  aoMeed 
that  the  cat  did  not  .-ileep  in  the  cabin  as  It 
had  always  done;  and  that  it  had  gradually 
ceased  to  come  for  Its  doUy  rattaa  af  aea- 
densed  milk  as  had  been  Its  haMt.

Sir  Wilfred  was  bom  near  Chester,  the  old 
waited  dty  of  Cngtaad.  but  he  drew  his  tradi- 
tions from  a  long  line  of  Cornish  ancestors 
who  fought  on  land  and  .sea  In  the  sforled  pa.st 
of  Britain.  So  pronounced  was  thLs  miliUry 
flavor,  of  his  family  that  at  the  first  Delhi 
Durbar  no  less  than  forty-eight  of  his  cousins 
met.  all  military  or  civil  officers  In  the  adminlt- 
tratkn  tervloot  of  Xndla. 

The  lad  grew  up  familiar  with  the  sands  of 

Dee  and  roamed  about  so  carefree  that  he  was 
eiglueen  before  he  ttwught  about  his  future 
or  bla  oartar.

He 
sailed  away  to  the  fishing  groups  in  a  small 
schooner  and  there  found  90.000  men  and 
afloat  tjpon  the  North  Sea,  exiled  for  months 
at  a  time  from  tlielr  homes,  facing  perpetual 
dangan  aad  dltooaifortt  witbeat  ovta  tba 
moit  moapa  atadleal  protaetloa.

"YY^ INTER  brings  great  perils  to  many  thou- 
sands of  men  and  women  whoee  healtli 
is  impaired  by  wron^  living  habits,  but  the 
low  temperature,  the  cold  at  this  .season  of 
the  year,  is  not  the  real  menace.  Tfie  real 
danger,  according  to  John  Harvey  KeDotg,  to 
Oood  Health,  Is  the  overheating  to  which  peo- 
Jfla  subject  themselves  In  the  period  of  frigid 
weather. 

"Pew  people  allow  them.sclve.^;  to  sitffar  ftom 
cold,"  says  Mr.  Kellogg.  Wanfi  clotblBf, 
cient  heating  appUanees.  wrtl-eomtrttoted 
iKui.  c.-,.  closed,  and  even  healed,  vehicles  afford 
abundant  protecUon.  Unfortunately  the  aver- 
age penon  in  taking  precautions  against  cold 
i^ve..  to  the  other  extreme,  and  subjects  him- 
self to  injury  from  overheating.  It  is  not  an 
uncommon  thing  to  find  in  the  living-rooms  of 
ftimace-heated  hoii.ses  temperaturtt  dbOVO 
that  of  an  average  hot  Summer  day. 

It  la  very  common  to  flnd  In  homes,  fac- 
torles,  churches,  cnn.ert  Ii.tII,-  etc,  tem- 
peratures ranging  from  78  degrees  to  94 
degrees.

A  person 
with  a  low  resistance  suffering  from  such  ex- 
posure is  likely  to  be  stricken  down  by  an  at- 
inck  of  pneumonia.  Influenaa.  or  acuta  bran- 
cliitls.  The  overheating  lowers  reriatance  and 
prepares  the  way  for  an  attack  of  those  for- 
ividabie  eneniie.s  „f  life  ^id  good  health.  Which 
are  always  on  the  alert  for  vlcttaaa  wbta  atro 
temperature  prevails.

pROM  now  on  many  MeHM  will  be  needing 
attention,  the  dlflkulty  being  to  find 
time  to  d»  them  aU.   Lawns  should  be  well 
.  wept  and   rolled      Fork  through   the  her- 
baceous border  lightly,  clearing  off  any  weeds. 
Beds  planted  with  Bprlng-flowerlng  subjects 
«lll  be  the  better  If  given  a  little  light  cultiva- 
tion with  a  garden  fork.  The  pruning  of  all 
roses  should  be  finished  now.  and  where  nec- 
essary new  ties  to  the  standards  and  climbers 
should  be  provided.  The  growths  of  perennial 
phlotcee  should   be   thtomed.   the  strongest 
•hoots  being  retained.    Border  camatloas  and 
gladioli  can  be  planted.   Holly  hedges  should 
-hi  aMpiMd  and  ivy  growing  on  wate  mmy  be 
out  back  with  laf  ety. 

Growing  tkm  Hollyhocks 

pJOLLYHCXau  hare  been  given  up  in  a 
great  many  gardens  because  of  the  rust 
that  attacks  them.  It  Is  a  pity  that  a  plant 
'.hat  Is  .so  magnificent  as  the  hollyhock  ChOttld 
CO  Into  the  dilkcard.  and  It  may.  In  a  measure, 
be  avoided  by  treaUng  this  subject  .strictly  as 
a  blaanlal.  That  is  to  say,  plants  sown  during 
this  Spring  will  flower  during  the  Bummer  of 
1831,  and  then  be  discarded. 

It  does  not  seem  generally  reallaed  that  the 
hollyhock  is  a  very  gross  feeder.  Perhaps  there 
is  no  plant  that  takes  more  out  of  the  soil. 
Tljis  can  be  easily  proved  by  digging  up  a  two 
cr  three-year-old  plant  when  one  will  see  that 
the  roota  have  so  penetrated  the  soil  as  to  rob 
It  of  every  atom  of  nutriment.  This  ta  anothw 
reason  why  new  plants  should  be  ral.sed  every 
year  and 'why  they  should  be  planted  on  fresh

Ihat  t!i>  iiule  is  large  enough,  too  large  In  fact, 
and  then  fUl  In  the  earth  carefully  and  prMs  It 
Arm.  If  the  sun  Ls  hot  it  will  help  a  great 
deal  to  shade  the  plants  for  a  day  or  two  until 
they  Uke  hold  of  the  soli.  Careful  watering 
and  stirring  of  the  surrounding  soil  will  aU  add 
to  their  well-being.  The  little  extra  time  It 
takes  to  do  planting  well  will  mean  a  koier 
reason  of  bloom  and  better  ftowen. 

ii<'t.,.;tn!;  floAer  baskets  are  a  very  popular 
feature  for  the  porch  or  veranda  during  the 
Sufluner  months.  Baskets  made  of  galvanized 
wire  tn  the  be.st.  on  the  whole,  for  they  are 
che^  and  wlU  last  for  several  seasons.  The 
simpler  these  are  in  design  the  better,  for  one 
does  not  want  to  have  the  actual  basket  too 
much  In  evidence.   Before  putting  in  the  soil 
the  basket  should  be  well  lined  wiUi  moss  to 
prevent  the  earth  dropping  between  the  wlraa. 
Rather  a  thick  layer  of  moes  Is  to  recom- 
mended as  this  will  prerent  ,the  too  rapid 
i     'tion  of  water, 
lii  a  general  way,  any  good  soil  will  do  for 
baskets,  although  a  soil  that  Is  very  light 
.-hould  be  avoided  because  this  will  not  hold 
the  moisture  for  long.    It  is  a  good  plan  to 
p  ace  a  small  sauoer  In  the  bottom  of  the  bas- 
ket before  putting  In  the  moas.  This  will  hold 
a  little  of  the  water  and  prevent  the  sudden 
drying  up  which  is  so  harmful  to  the  occupants 
of  the  flower  basket. 

A  great  variety  of  subjects  are  suitable  for 
hanging  baskets  and  the  choice  mui>t  be  left 
to  the  Individual  taite.  After  iriantlng,  the 
baskets  should  be  placed  In  a  somewhat  shady 
place  for  a  few  days  or  until  the  plants  take 
hold.

Covering  Tree  Stumps 

HE  treatment  of  tree  stumps  often  presente 
dUBoultles,  particularly  if  they  be  in  a 
aomewhat  ahady  position,   in  such  a  position 
there  is  no  more  useful  plant  than  the  perl- 
winkle  (vlncat  In  one  or  other  of  its  forms 
All  these  grow  quickly  In  any  soil  or  situation. 
The  best  plan  U  to  plant  atrong  roeto  around 
the  base  of  the  stump  and  then  allow  the 
ahoots  to  trail  over  the  wood.    The  common 
periwinkle  (vlnca  major)  U  a  very  strong- 
growing   plant,   while   the   lesser  periwinkle 
•  vlnca  minor;  is  much  smaller,  but  a  strong 
grower  also  and  perhapa  mere  taMMned  to 
ramble.     There  are   several   other  varieties, 
.>-ome  of  them  with  varigated  leaves  which  are 
very  attracUve.  It  shoidd  be  noted  that  thia 
Is  not  a  plant  to  be  placed  near  any  choice 
subjects,  as  it  will  overnm  anything  near  which 
ituptanted.

White 
Bpantsh  and  Ll-bon  are  favorite  varieties  of 
ours,  but  mixed  seed  can  be  bought  cheaply 
lor  this  purpose  and  It  aerves  welL  Oood  large 
hulbs  can  be  raised  outside  If  seed  Ls  .sown  at 
once  in  firm,  prepared  ground.  Such  varieties 
M  Long-Keeping.  Rousham  Pwxk  Bero. 
Veitch's  Main  Crop,  Bedford.shlre  Champion, 
etc..  all  do  well  in  this  fashion,  and  If  well 
treated  to  regard  to  soil  and  manure  they  will 
Kive  large  marketable  bulbs  by  the  Autumn, 

Pickling  onions  may  now  be  sown,  although 
moct  folks  wait  until  the  middle  of  April  be- 
fore they  make  what  we  might  call  a  main 
sowing.  We  urge  all  who  make  their  own 
(■ickles  to  grow  some  of  the  recognised  plftkllng 
varieties  becau.se  they  are  pre-eminently  suited 
to  the  business.  Improved  Queen  is  a  favorite 
variety  which  produces  beautifully  white  bulbe 
one  to  one  and  a  half  inches  In  diameter.  Any 
"left-overs"  are  of  most  delightful  and  delicate 
flavor  for  uae  In  Bummer  salads.

T  N  the  case  of  reeenUy-vaeated  hind,  genenl 

manuring  all  over  the  slto  is  not  to  be 
recommended.    We  must  content  ourselves 
with  Plato  dlggii«  flrat.  Then  the  MBs  ara 
made  and  the  manure  spread  In  the  drills  fol- 
lowing the  flue  dust,  and  last  of  all  comes  the 
"capping"  of  leaves.  The  treatment  of  atleky 
land  is  pretty  much  the  same  as  the  one  Ju.st 
discussed  with  the  addlUon  that  special  care 
must  ha  taken  to  break  the  hunpa  as  they  faB 
Jrom  the  spade,  and  there  must  be  at  least 
two  feihtogs  over  sometime  before  the  drinr~ 
are  drawn.  Also,  the  drUls  should  be  open  Nr 
at  least  a  week  prior  to  planting 

On  sliallow,  hungry  soli  we  must  go  to  work 
to  a  dUTerent  way  altogether.  Hie  sell  Is  nat- 
urally friable  so  that  us  one  difBcuIty  gone. 
Out  It  Is  not  deep  enough  or  holding  enough  to 
last  ttM  natlas"*  through  a  droughty  speO.  Bo 
we  take  out  drills  at  least  ten  Inche.s  deep  and 
put  In  a  full  six  Inches  depth  of  manure  and 
leaves  combined.  We  phmt  the  aeto  to  the 
middle  of  the  drills.  Then  we  split  the  ridges 
LO  that  when  planting  is  completed  the  site  Is 
sun  ridged  and  furrowed,  only  now  the  seta 
lit  directly  underneatli  Mk  n  p.  f  of  each  ridge. 

It  is  most  important  to  keep  the  soil  loose 
and  never  allow  the  surface  to  become  air- 
.•^ealed     This  applle.s  to  all  crops  of  potalggg 
on  all  sorts  of  soils,  for,  once  get  your  surface 
soil  caked,  tuber  growth  slows  down  Immedl- 
fately    When  we  come  later  on  to  deal  with  the 
alter  care  of  potatoes  we  shall  have  more  to 
t>ay  on  this  subject.    Naturally,  depth  of 
planting  decides  to  some  extent  the  air  supply 
to  the  growing  tuber.  An  Inch  more  or  less  In 
depth  at  the  planting  does  not  matter  a  great 
deal,  providtag  earthing  up  Is  seen  to  after- 
wards. But  aa  an  average  the  planUng  depth 
bhottld  be  seven  toches  for  light  soils  and  Ave 
inf  hes  for  heavy  colLs.   At  the  outset  It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  soli  must  be  well  provided  with 
plant  food  If  the  growth  Is  to  be  strong.  That 
brings  In  the  question  of  manuring,  which  to 
these  preparatory  stagas  ehiefly  oonoems  tha 
farmyard  product.

j^EANWHILE  the  seta  are  coming  along  In 
the  starting  beaas.  We  want  to  empha- 
sise the  fact  that  the  starting  bdk  and  Uto 
sprouted  set  are  the  only  means  you  have  now 
to  eontrol  those  virus  diseases  such  as  leaf  curl 
and  mosaic.  If  you  find  any  seta  of  my  Varia* 
iy  behind  the  others  of  the  aame  batoh— 
sprente  lagginff,  we  mean— treat  them  aa  sus- 
pect.s  and  dlaeard  them,  no  matter  how  good 
And  pretty  th|y  may  otherwise  appear.  Fur- 
thdrmore  you  must  try  to  keep  the  sproute  free 
from  fly.  which  often  attacks  tBMl  Bl  the 
boxes  at  this  stage.  Aphides,  von  will  It- 
member,  are  the  great  carriers  of  the  vinML 
So  just  take  the  "dirty"  acta  out  aM  Wgtfl 
them  under  the  tap.  If  tlMiy  are  very  dirty 
dl^oanl  them  altogether. 

Having  done  an  we  can  outdoors  to  give 
each  potato  plant  full  room  to  develop  dBi 
full  ahare  of  light  and  air  when  It  gets  going, 
by  arranging  for  wide  planting,  we  must  com- 
plete the  Job  by  disbudding  the  seto  ta  the 
boxes.    A  really  sturdy  potato  plant  should 
never  have  more  than  two  or  three  shoots— 
mato-and  with  that  idea  ta  mind,  we  now  out 
all  bttt  three  of  the  topmost  shoots  tho5*' 
eumwndtog  the  crown  eye,  or  topmoat  bud  of 
bU.
